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TOWN PREPARES 
FOR A NEW ERA

PUBLIC services facing the 
axe in Welshpool will be taken 
on by the town council under 
plans to make it self-sufficient 
by 2020, it has been revealed. 

Powys County Council is reducing 
numerous public services in a bid to 
get town and community councils to 
take them on as it bids to save £47 
million in the next five years. 

But Welshpool Town Clerk Robert Robinson 
said the town council will do all it can to protect 
the services to ensure residents do not suffer. 

He said he does not believe the county council 
will achieve its yearly savings targets and said 
the town council has already taken on a number 
of important services including the Westwood 
Day Centre and the town’s meals on wheels 
service. 

Mr Robinson said the council is now in talks 
to take on more vital services including the town 
library, car parks and buses and maintaining 
verges and green spaces. 

Mr Robinson said: “Powys County Council 
wanted to save £17 million in the last financial 
year and delivered £14 million of that. 

“Now they want to make a further £47 million 
of finding cuts between 2016 and 2020. But they 
are already behind target and I can’t see them 
catching up. 

“That is why Welshpool Town Council is 
working hard to take these services on so the 
town will not suffer. 

“If we left it we would get to 2020 and there 
would be no money left and we would lose 
everything. By talking with the county council 
now we will ensure Welshpool is in the best po¬ 
sition it can be and we can be self-sufficient with 
public services run by the town council.” 

Mr Robinson said the taking over of the run¬ 
ning of the Westwood Day Centre is a sign of 
how serious the council is. 

“I believe we are the only town council in the 
country that runs a day centre,” he said. 

“It is something to be proud of but they are 
nervous times as well. But I want to make sure 
Welshpool is well off. 

“People have accused me of empire building, 
but I want to make sure Welshpool retains its 
vital services.” 

Mr Robinson also revealed plans to step down 
from the council in two years’ time. 

“In June 2017 I will announce I am stepping 
down from the council,” he said. 

“I will stay on until the councillors tell me 
they have found a suitable replacement and 
then hopefully I will leave ensuring the town is 
in a good position.” 

Councillor Wynne Jones, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for finance, said the county 
council is preparing for “continued austerity.” 

He said: “It is clear that the cuts to public 
spending will continue to at least 2020 and 
maybe beyond. 

“As a council we are making preparation of at 
least a further £47million of funding cuts in the 
period 2016 to 2020.”

ARTISTS have been given a new place to dis¬ 
play their work - right in the heart of Oswest¬ 
ry town centre. 

Athena’s Artisans has been set up by Suz¬ 
zanne Neale with the aim of giving talented 
artists an opportunity to show their work be¬ 
fore they make it big. 

The new Cross Street shop was officially 
opened yesterday (Wednesday) with the 
town’s mayor Councillor Peter Cherrington 
doing the honours. 

The shop takes its name from the “God¬ 
dess of Creativity” and Mrs Neale said: “It is 
like an advertising space but instead of social 
media they can come in, touch the products, 
look at them, feel them, and get a real sense 
of what they are like. 

“Hopefully when they have been here for 
a few months and they have lots of orders or 
commission pieces and it has done its job then 



we will be able to get more people in here.” 
Mrs Neale said she is excited about the pros¬ 
pect of being able to give artists a platform to 
show their work. 

She said: “Oswestry is full of really, really 
talented people, and financially, to be able to 
open up your own shop is just not possible 
when you are starting out. 

“When you are creating little bits and pieces 
it ends up being craft sales so this is the kind 
of opportunity for everyone without the fi¬ 


nancial outlay just to see how it goes.” Items 
on show at the shop include soft furnishings, 
garden ornaments, kitted items, textiles, and 
craft supplies. 

The mayor said he was delighted to see an¬ 
other business open its doors in Oswestry. 

Councillor Cherrington said: “I am thrilled 
to see the business open up, particularly in 
Cross Street. We will carry on working hard 
to help bring business to the town.” 

The promotion and celebration of Oswe¬ 
stry’s businesses is a key element of the 
Oswestry and Border Chronicle’s We Mean 
Business campaign and the mayor said it was 
vital local people supported local firms. 

He said: “We do need to support our local 
businesses to make sure Oswestry prospers in 
the future.”

Youth cafe closes 
its doors because 
of funding crisis 

A YOUTH cafe used by teenagers in 
Oswestry for more than a decade has 
closed. 

The cafe was set up in the old bar at 
the former Queens Hotel in Oswald Road 
to provide somewhere for young people 
to go. 

It opened in 2002, working in part¬ 
nership with the town council and local 
youth services. 

But a lack of future funding has meant 
that the management group of the cafe 
has decided to close its doors. 

Group chairman Greg Hickman said: 
“We did not believe that we could gain 
sufficient funding to continue to operate 
and on that basis felt that any more fund¬ 
ing we applied for would be better allo¬ 
cated to projects that had a more positive 
future. 

“The cafe has been in operation for 
more than 10 years and in that time we 
have helped many of the young people 
of the town and the surrounding area as 
well as being a model for youth provision 
in other areas. 

“This is a sad time for Oswestry Youth 
Cafe but we must remember all the suc¬ 
cesses over the years.” 

Oswestry still has The Centre in Oak 
Street which provides facilities and activ¬ 
ities for young people in the town. 

The Centre was opened in December 
2012, financed in part by a £2,115,877 
grant from the Big Fund.

Missing landlord 
of pub found dead 

A PUB landlord has been found dead on 
the outskirts of Oswestry. 

Roderick Davies, 51, who ran the 
Butchers Arms in the town, was last seen 
on June 19. He told his partner he was 
just “popping out” and never returned. 

Police say his body was discovered just 
off Broomhall Lane on Tuesday morning. 

Mr Davies, known as “Rodders”, was 
last seen leaving the Butchers Arms in 
Willow Street at about 12.20am on June 
19. 

He left home without his wallet, phone, 
medication, car keys and debit cards 
sparking fears for his safety.

Cricket club withdraws its 
support for field proposal

PROPOSALS to turn an open 
playing field into a junior cricket 
facility and running track are in 
doubt after the local cricket club 
withdrew its support. 

Oswestry Cricket Club has with¬ 
drawn its “expression of interest” to 
Shropshire Council over Brynhafod 
Playing Field, off Brynhafod Road, 
Oswestry. 

The club’s members made the decision 
to drop its interest at a specially convened 
meeting of its executive committee after ob¬ 
jections to the proposals were raised and a 
petition launched. 

In a statement, the club said it couldn’t 
support anything which was so clearly op¬ 
posed by the local people. 

It said: “We have always prided ourselves 
on being a community club, and it was felt 
that the idea of using Brynhafod as a jun¬ 
ior cricket pitch was against the wishes of a 
large section of the local community. 

“It was only ever a tentative suggestion, 
and with the club in no position to provide 
funding for the project, highly unlikely to 
get off the ground in any event. 

“As far as the club is concerned, we hope 
we can now draw a line under this matter 
and continue with our mission to provide a 
high standard of cricket for the youngsters 
of Oswestry and district in a safe and pleas¬ 
ant environment at Morda Road.” 

Local businessman Peter Starbuck re¬ 
vealed his plans for the new sporting fa¬ 
cilities last month, claiming they would 
transform the field into a much needed 
community sports facility. 

He said: “The Brynhafod Memorial Play¬ 
ing Field was formerly the sports field for 
the Oswestry Boys’ High School. At the 
moment it is a wasted facility in the town 
centre, used primarily as a lavatory for dogs 
- which is preventing its planned use.” 

Mr Starbuck said plans had been drawn 
up which involve tennis, netball, rounders 
and an athletics track. 

He added: “From the planning point of 
view, the field is still designated as a play¬ 
ing area, so no new planning permission is 
needed.” 

Concerns about the plans have been 
raised by people who regularly use the site. 

Members of the Friends of Brynhafod 
Field this week met Mr Starbuck to discuss 
the future use of the site and outline its im¬ 
portance to the community. 


A WELSHPOOL waterway was filled with 
coracles as people took to the water to try 
out the ancient form of transport. 

Dozens of people climbed aboard the cir¬ 
cular boats to test the water at Welshpool 
Wharf on Saturday. 

The event was a prelude to this week¬ 
end’s canal festival, Making Waves. 

Pat Ward, one of the organisers, said: 
“Until recently only one example remained 
of the Welshpool version of this easily-car¬ 
ried ancient form of transport, but two more 
have now been built and were amongst the 
dozen traditional coracles used in the first 
Mid Wales Coracle Regatta for probably 
more than 100 years. 


“In consequence the general standard of 
racing could at best be described as mixed, 
with many participants and not a few un¬ 
suspecting passers finding themselves suc¬ 
cessfully afloat in a coracle for the very first 
time. 

“Not to be outdone by the novice cora- 
clers was Welshpool’s very game Mayor, 
Malcolm Douglass, who despite being im¬ 
peccably attired for other official duties cir¬ 
cuited the wharf with creditable speed after 
initial concerns for his safe return. 

“Also seen displaying unexpected pad¬ 
dling skills were Powys Councillor Franc¬ 
esca Jump and Newtown Councillors 
Richard Edwards and Sue Newham - each 


receiving a special commemorative medal 
for their efforts.’’The Welshpool coracles 
weigh about 251bs and are made from slats 
of ash with a seat and supports of plain teal, 
covered in calico and pitch. Mr Ward said: 
“The coracle is not the most stable of craft 
but only one contestant inadvertently en¬ 
tered the water, to the great delight of spec¬ 
tators on both sides of the canal. 

“Events included a relay race to recover 
fish from the opposite bank, a contest to 
find who could complete the maximum 
number of revolutions within a minute, and 
concluded with a race between Ironbridge 
and the Rest of the World - won predictably 
by Ironbridge.”

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Inquesttold 
of rider's 
fall on road 

A MOTORCYCLIST died due to “a 
cruel twist of fate” when her bike fell 
right instead of left following what 
was described as a minor collision. 

Melanie Roseanne Lakin, 29, from 
Tamworth, died in June last year 
after the collision on the A458 just 
outside Welshpool, when returning 
from a day out. 

Powys Coroner Andrew Barkley re¬ 
corded a conclusion of death by road 
traffic accident. 

Miss Lakin had been on her way 
back from Bala Lake when she came 
up to a line of traffic approaching the 
Raven Roundabout in Welshpool. 

An inquest heard how Miss Lakin 
lost control of her bike as she ap¬ 
proached the rear of a green Toyota 
Yaris, skidding before coming into 
contact with the vehicle. 

PC Timothy Tritton, a road acci¬ 
dent investigator from West Mer¬ 
cia Police, said the impact had been 
minor but Miss Lakin had then fallen 
off her bike and landed with her head 
on the opposite side of the carriage¬ 
way. A BMW X5 car had then struck 
Miss Lakin. 

Constable Tritton said: “There was 
a very minor collision but the tragedy 
of it is she has fallen to the right and 
not the left.” 

Recording his conclusion Mr Bark¬ 
ley said it had been a “cruel twist of 
fate” that Miss Lakin’s bike had fallen 
one way not the other. 

Chip shop cutting 
prices for charity 

A FISH and chip shop is cutting its 
prices in half to raise funds for local 
charities today (Thursday). 

The Plaice, in Salop Road, Oswestry, 
will then give half of the day’s profits 
to the mayor of Oswestry’s charities. 

Kulvir Singh, who runs the shop 
with his wife Jaswinder Kaur, said he 
wanted to give something back to the 
local community. “We’re cutting the 
price of everything except the kebabs, 
then we give 50 per cent of our profits 
away,” he said. 

“We wanted to support local people 
from the money we make.” 

The money will be given to Marie 
Curie Cancer Care and the new tu¬ 
mour unit being built at the ortho¬ 
paedic hospital in Gobowen, chosen 
by Councillor Peter Cherrington as 
his charities during his year as mayor. 

Councillor Cherrington said: “I’m 
extremely thankful for Kulvir and 
Jaswinder’s kind generosity.” 


Calls are made to ban animals show 


A TRAVELLING show featuring li¬ 
ons and tigers which is being held in 
Welshpool from this weekend should 
be banned, campaigners have claimed. 

The Chipperfield family said it is 
looking forward to bringing its An 
Evening with Lions and Tigers show 
to the town for a 10-day run from to¬ 
morrow. (Friday) 

But Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire 
MP, said it is time for travelling shows 


with big cats to be stopped. He said: “I 
am not at all in favour of these travel¬ 
ling circus type shows which feature 
big cats as entertainment. I would 
much prefer this to not be happen¬ 
ing in my constituency and I am very 
much in favour of shows featuring big 
cats to be banned. ”His comments were 
backed up by the Born Free Founda¬ 
tion, a group which campaigns against 
performing animals.But the Chipper¬ 


field family has defended the show. 
Thomas Chipperfield said: “Nothing 
can compare to seeing these animals 
in real life and so close up it creates a 
whole admiration for the animals and 
if we can do that and get people on 
board with wanting to conserve these 
animals then that’s a job well done.” 

Anthony Beckwith, one of the show 
directors added: “There are many mis¬ 
conceptions about the welfare of ani¬ 


mals used for entertainment, so what 
we are doing is taking people behind 
the scenes demonstrating the methods 
used in training and explaining how 
and why we do what we do and why 
it’s an important part of our culture.” 

The show will be held at Moat Farm, 
off the A483 Sarny Bryn Caled round¬ 
about in Welshpool.

Couple tell of horror of 
Tunisian beach murders

A COUPLE who were staying 
close to where 38 people were 
killed in Tunisia have spoken of 
their horror at the attack. 

Dan Edwards, 28 and his wife Vicky, 
24, along with their three-year-old son 
Reuben, were staying just five minutes 
away from where Kalashnikov-wield- 
ing student Seifeddine Rezgui target¬ 
ed western tourists on the beach in 
Sousse. 

The family, who live in Mandir Close, 
Oswestry, had been enjoying lunch when 
they heard about the attack which hap¬ 
pened just five minutes along the seafront. 

Mr Edwards said: “It was chaos. We were 
eating lunch and I had a text asking if we 
were OK. I looked up and two helicopters 
were overhead so we made our way quickly 
to the room and switched on the news. 

“It really hit home as it happened liter¬ 
ally just five minutes from where we were 
staying. 

“Apparently there’s an alley between the 
hotels and he walked down it seconds be¬ 
fore he did what he did. 

“We had talked about walking down to 
the harbour. Had we done that, it is easy 
to see that we could have been passing by 
when it happened.” 

He said he was delighted to touch down 
on British soil early on Sunday. 

Roy Richards from Welshpool was on 
holiday with his girlfriend Yvonne Owen 
when the attack began. He said: “We were 
on the beach at the front of the hotel, no 
more than 200 yards from where the shoot¬ 
ing took place. We didn’t hear anything 
though and the first we knew about it was 
when the reps started telling people to go 
inside the hotel.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Wharf will be 
filled with boats 

FINAL preparations are being made 
for an event which will see a canal 
wharf filled with boats for the first 
time in years. 

The Making Waves in Welshpool 
event will see the wharf filled with 
motor cruisers, steam, electric and 
model boats on both Saturday and 
Sunday. In addition, the two boats of 
the Welshpool-based Heulwen Trust, 
which offers canal rides for the dis¬ 
abled, will be providing public trips 
through both days. 

The opening ceremony will be at 
11am on Saturday, when Russell 
George, Montgomeryshire AM and 
the Mayor of Welshpool Malcolm 
Douglass, will arrive by the Heulwen 
Trust’s newest boat Silver Lady. 

On the canalside will be a range of 
stalls and displays, including water¬ 
way crafts, blacksmithing and canal 
ropework. A number of the stands 
will be providing Wild over Water¬ 
ways (WoW) activities for children. 
Children will be able to try fishing 
and canoeing. 

Development 
work is stalled 

WORK is unlikely to resume any time 
soon on a multi-million pound leisure 
and retail development in Oswestry, 
according to the supermarket chain 
involved. 

The £45 million Smithfield scheme 
on the site of the former Oswestry 
livestock market on Shrewsbury Road 
stalled in May after supermarket gi¬ 
ants Morrisons raised concerns over 
“uncertainties” with cinema chain 
Cineworld, which could leave the 
whole scheme in doubt. 

And Sarah Atta, spokeswoman for 
Morrisons pic said there was “no fur¬ 
ther update” on the project at the mo¬ 
ment. 

The complex was expected to open 
in 2016. 

However work stopped due to plan¬ 
ning conditions which specified that 
the infrastructure and the cinema 
must be completed before the super¬ 
market is opened.

Concerns rising over plans 
to cut back on bus services

Councillors 
to pursue 
drinks ban 

A BAN on town centre drinking will con¬ 
tinue to be sought by councillors in a bid to 
cut down on anti-social behaviour. 

Welshpool Town Council has been fight¬ 
ing for a People and Places Order for the 
town centre for a number of years, but have 
failed to win the backing of Dyfed-Powys 
Police or Powys County Council. 

But members of the council agreed to 
push on with the plans at a recent meeting. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said he was 
due to meet Powys County Council officers 
to discuss the issue. 

He added: “We have also spoken with 
Welshpool Youth Council and they have 
suggested the order is brought in also.” 

Councillor Derek Simms said he had met 
with members of the youth council and felt 
their views are well worth listening to. 

He said: “They are aged between about 
12 and 16 and they are wise beyond their 
years. They are concerned with things such 
as street drinking. They said they know 
they will be older one day and therefore 
they want to take these issues on now. 

“I dare say we will see some of them on 
this council in years to come.” 

Last month, members of the council 
said they have been approached by several 
members of the public who say they are 
too frightened to walk in areas of the town 
where people spend the night drinking. It 
comes after councillors claimed a meeting 
with Christopher Salmon, police and crime 
commissioner for Dyfed-Powys, was lit¬ 
tered with false promises. 


THE first drop-in sessions have been held over proposed cuts to bus 
services which critics claim could cut off rural communities. 

Bus services across Mid Wales are facing the axe under plans to save Powys 
County Council £500,000. 

Residents had their chance to give their views on the proposals and state which of two 
options they prefer at one of the first sessions held recently in Llanfyllin. 

Among those who stopped in to look at the proposals was Peter Lewis, Powys County 
Councillor for Llanfyllin, who said he is very worried about the plans. “I’m really con- 

- cerned. Powys County Councd should be 

helping people to work and they’re cutting 
the services to Welshpool and to Shrews¬ 
bury so it’s completely wrong. It’s going 
backwards in my mind,” he said. 

“I was talking to one person at the 
drop-in and he’s going to be very badly af¬ 
fected. He has to go to Welshpool every day 
and he doesn’t drive. 

“Once again Powys County Council is 
looking to cut us off from our market town 
when there are other services costing more 
per passenger like the 74 or 75 services. 

“We’re being sacrificed. They’re keeping 
the services to Knighton and Newtown, but 
we’re the poor relation.” 

Powys County Council has drawn up two 
options which would see up to 12 rural bus 
services cut, affecting up to 80,000 passen¬ 
gers a year. 

Option one is for 17 bus services that 
would provide a connecting network of 
eight inter-urban bus routes allowing 
people to get to key towns and centres of 
work or health. This will negatively impact 
Llanfair Caereinion and Llanfyllin as they 
would lose their public transport connec¬ 
tions. 

Option two is for 18 bus services that 
would provide a connecting network of 
seven inter-urban strategic bus service 
routes, allowing people to get to key towns. 

But this will negatively impact on 
Knighton and Presteigne as it removes the 
direct link to Hereford, Llandrindod Wells 
and Newtown, and on Llanfair Caereinion 
as it would lose its public transport connec¬ 
tions. 

Currently there are 29 bus routes operat¬ 
ing in Powys and 27 of them are subsidised 
by the county council. Only two are run by 
commercial bus companies. 

The cuts are being made in an effort to 
save £500,000. Powys County Council’s 
current budget of £2.3m has been reduced 
to £1.8m as part of the council’s programme 
to reduce its budget by £70m by 2020.

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Hospital on course to meet 
key waiting time targets

SHROPSHIRE’S specialist orthopaedic hospital is still not meeting 
key waiting time targets - but bosses say they are on course to hit 
them. 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital is treating 65.12 per cent of patients who 
need to be admitted within 18 weeks. Its target is 90 per cent. 

Targets are set at 95 per cent for day-case procedures at Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, which runs the hospital, and 92 per cent 
for open pathways - patients awaiting their first definitive treatment. The hospital is 

-—- also missing targets for treating air Welsh 

patients within 52 weeks. 

But Jayne Downey, director of nursing at 
the hospital, said the hospital is on track to 
have reached the open pathways and Welsh 
patients targets. 

At a meeting of the trust’s executive 
board last week Mrs Downey said: “We 
continue to monitor on a daily and weekly 
basis, and we’re hoping we will be able to 
reach the 92 per cent target for open path¬ 
ways treatment by the end of June. 

“Two Welsh patients had been waiting 
for longer than 52 weeks at the end of May 
but both have now been given dates for 
their treatment.” 

The trust treated more than 103,000 out¬ 
patients in 2014/15 and more than 15,000 
inpatients. 

There has been a steady increase in the 
numbers of inpatients treated in the trust 
since 2011. 

Frank Collins, trust board chairman, 
praised staff at the hospital for their work 
to help meet the standards during the 
meeting. 

He said: “I think it is important to high¬ 
light the collective effort that’s gone in 
across the organisation to secure an im¬ 
provement in our performance. 

“The fact that we are on a trajectory to 
hit the target for open pathways should be 
recorded and our appreciation shown for all 
our staff.” 

An inquiry was launched at the hospital 
at the start of June by Monitor, the govern¬ 
ment’s health regulator. 

The investigation was launched as too 
many patients were waiting longer than 
the 18-week national target. 

John Grinnell, director of finance, said: 
“Based on the trust’s current non-com¬ 
pliance with the targets, Monitor has an¬ 
nounced that they are investigating this 
issue, focussing on what can be done to fix 
the problem. 

“The trust is working with Monitor as 
part of the investigation with regular up¬ 
dates being provided on our progress.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Mark Twain famously said the 
reports of his death had been 
greatly exaggerated and I fear it 
might be the same for anti-wind 
farm campaigners celebrating 
the potential scrapping of the 
Mid Wales Connection Project. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies has written to National 
Grid asking for the scrapping 
of the project after Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron backed up 
his election manifesto promise 
to scrap windfarm subsidies. 
And while protesters are crack¬ 
ing open the champagne and 
the MP is claiming that plans 
for windfarms and controversial 
powerlines across Mid Wales 
and Shropshire are dead, I’m not 
so sure. 

Energy Secretary Amber Rudd 
said the subsidy cancellation 
under the Renewables Obliga¬ 
tion would mean 2,500 turbines, 
which were due to be built, would 
now be scrapped. She said the 
Mid Wales Connection Project, 
which would see wind farms in 
Powys, would be included. But 
it’s worth remembering that we 
are still waiting for the results of 
a major inquiry which took place 
in Welshpool. 

The Department of Energy & 
Climate Change is expected to 
make an announcement on the 
outcome of the public inquiry this 
month. In March, a leaked report 
suggested three of the five wind 
farms planned for Mid Wales 
would be given the go-ahead 
by the Government. According 
to the leaked report planning in¬ 
spector Andrew Poulter has rec¬ 
ommended permission be given 
for the wind farms, following the 
year-long inquiry. But that was to 
a former Energy Secretary and 
Ms Rudd may not be so recep¬ 
tive. Worryingly for campaigners 
though is that National Grid has 
remained silent. There has been 
no response to Mr Davies’s plea 
and no response to the Govern¬ 
ment announcement on subsi¬ 
dies. 

It would have been nice to see 
some Welsh Government offi¬ 
cials in Welshpool on Tuesday to 
witness an accident on the con¬ 
troversial one-way system - just 
to prove a point. The Jehu Road 
junction has been identified as 
a dangerous area by the town 
council and calls have gone to 
Cardiff for urgent changes - but 
nothing seems to be happening. 
Perhaps the sight of an artic¬ 
ulated lorry wedged against a 
parked car, bringing the town to 
a standstill, would remind some¬ 
one in the capital city that the 
people of Welshpool are tiring of 
the lack of action. 

What is it about the arrival of 
summer that suddenly turns the 
people of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales sun tan crazy? 

I know we don’t get much sun 
but don’t these people listen to 
the warnings about the dangers 
of burning?

She popped out for two 
minutes - and vanished 


It's been 25 years since she 
vanished, but Trevaline 
Evans's brother won't give 
up, writes ANDREW MORRIS 

SHE left a note saying she 
would be back in two minutes, 
but 25 years on antiques dealer 
Trevaline Evans is still missing. 

The 52-year-old vanished from her 
antiques shop in Llangollen near 
Oswestry on June 16, 1990. 

And now 25 years on, her brother 
Leonard Davies, now 71, says he will 
never give up hope that his sister will 
return home. 

At the time, the mystery disappearance 
made the national and local news. 

Newspapers around the country car¬ 
ried a picture in case Mrs Evans might 
have been spotted in their area. 

Mrs Evans, who was married, put the 
note up in her shop, Attic Antiques, just 
before 1pm and was last seen outside her 
home in Market Street at 2.30pm. 

Mr Davies said: “I’ve heard nothing at 
all in the last few months, not a thing. 
But to be truthful I have never given up. 

Hope 

“I have never lost hope that something 
will turn up. 

“This is a difficult time of year and 
I have been thinking about her. I still 
think about Trevaline a lot and still miss 
her very much.” 

He added: ‘I remember the Saturday 
she went missing as if it was yesterday. 
If you asked me what I’d been doing a 
fortnight before, or even yesterday, I 
couldn’t tell you. But that day I’ll never 
forget.” 

Her husband, Richard, died last year 
without ever knowing what happened to 
his wife. 

On the day she went missing, Mrs

Evans left Attic Antiques, on Church 
Street, at about 12.40pm, leaving the 
note on the door. 

At about 1pm, she bought an apple 
and a banana and was seen crossing 
Castle Street. It is thought she may 
have returned to her shop at this point 
as a banana skin was found in a waste 
bin there, though it was impossible to 
know whether it was the one bought 
that day. 

Her handbag was left behind in the 
shop, and her car remained parked just 
a few yards away. 

The last confirmed sighting of Mrs 
Evans was near her home on Market 
Street at 2.30pm. 

There were two more suspected sight¬ 
ings later on the day of her disappear¬ 
ance, although both are unconfirmed. 

Five minutes after Mrs Evans was 
seen on Market Street, a woman match¬ 


ing her description was seen walking 
out of town - along the A5 towards Cor- 
wen, beside the riverside park. 

A further one hour and 10 minutes 
later, at 3.45pm, there was another 
sighting, this time of her walking into 
Park Avenue from the direction of the 
River Dee. 

And then she vanished. 

Speaking in 1992, Detective Chief In¬ 
spector Colin Edwards, who was head¬ 
ing the continuing investigation into 
the disappearance, said: “It is without 
doubt the strangest inquiry I have ever 
been involved with. 

“How a happily married woman 
could vanish without trace on a sunny 
Saturday morning in a busy town cen¬ 
tre is totally baffling.” 

Her husband had been away during 
the week of her disappearance, renovat¬ 
ing the couple’s holiday bungalow near 


the coast at Rhuddlan. She had spent a 
couple of days there but returned to Lla¬ 
ngollen on June 13. 

In the wake of her disappearance, 
police spent thousands of hours taking 
statements and combing through evi¬ 
dence. All households in Llangollen, as 
well as scores of people from further 
afield, were interviewed. 

More than 1,500 names were checked 
and about 700 cars were eliminated from 
the inquiry. 

Alleged sightings of Mrs Evans were 
reported from as far afield as Australia, 
but all proved to be mistaken. 

Searches of the River Dee, the canal, 
mine shafts and caves in the Llangollen 
area were carried out, but no trace was 
ever found. 

When the case was reopened in 2001, 
the main focus was her movements in 
the days between her return to Llangol¬ 
len and her disappearance. 

An artist’s impression of a man in a 
blazer apparently seen in her company 
was drawn up and circulated during the 
investigation in 1990. However, it had 
failed to bring anyone forward and was 
later disregarded as no longer accurate 
by officers in 2001. 

Open 

North Wales Police have confirmed 
the case remains open, but the investi¬ 
gation is not currently active. 

Retired factory manager Mr Davies, 
from Froncysyllte, is refusing to give up 
hope, but said it was unlikely the inves¬ 
tigation would be re-activated. 

He said: “The officers who worked on 
the case at the time, the ones I got to 
know, have all retired. There are no new 
theories about what happened, or any 
fresh evidence, and I realise the police 
have financial limitations. 

“I would like the investigation to con¬ 
tinue, I am forever hopeful of finding out 
what happened.”

WORKING 
FOR YOU 


Terrorism is at the forefront of 
our minds this week. We have all 
been very shocked by the mind¬ 
less murderous actions of terror¬ 
ists on a beach in Tunisia. 

Sousse is a friendly welcoming 
town which is particularly attrac¬ 
tive to British holiday makers. 
My wife and I spent a memora¬ 
ble week there a few years ago, 
which brings home the horror of 
what happened. Montgomery¬ 
shire people visit foreign beach¬ 
es. We are not isolated from this 
violence. 

We are also reaching the 
10th anniversary of the Lon¬ 
don bombings when a series of 
explosions occurred on public 
transport when suicide bombers 
blew themselves up, taking the 
lives of 52 totally innocent citi¬ 
zens, who were just going about 
their normal lives on the tube and 
buses. 

London that day was in cele¬ 
bratory mood, having been an¬ 
nounced as host for the Olympic 
Games the previous day. Mont¬ 
gomeryshire people travel regu¬ 
larly to London. 

It is the first duty of any Gov¬ 
ernment to ensure the safety of 
its citizens. 

However it does lead to a con¬ 
flict of principles for Members of 
Parliament. 

While we need to strengthen 
our capacity to defend our free¬ 
doms, we must guard against 
over-reaction, undermining the 
civil liberties which make us the 
tolerant country we are. 

In particular, I believe we have 
no option but to develop our 
ability to counteract the use of 
the internet by those who wish 
to harm us. 

In the last Parliament, the 
Home Secretary tried and failed 
to introduce legislation. Her Data 
Communications Bill was vili¬ 
fied and became known, quite 
disgracefully in my view, as a 
‘Snooper’s Charter’. 

She must try again. 

Of course, the Government 
must strike a balance between 
liberty and security. 

Instinctively I tend towards the 
libertarian side of the debate, 
but we cannot allow those who 
would murder us a free hand to 
hatch their plots with no fear of 
detection. 

Next week, the Chancellor will 
deliver his first budget of this 
Parliament. 

It will be a tough budget, as 
he strives to get a grip on the 
totally unsustainable deficit. He 
faces difficult choices. He has no 
choice but to make substantial 
reductions in public spending. 

However, he must not com¬ 
promise on defence and our 
security. The 10th anniversary 
of the London Bombings and 
the slaughter of innocents on 
a beach in Tunisia are a stark 
background, impacting on all 
that Government does.

CAN I CHARGE MY EX’S NEW PARTNER RENT IF HE MOVES INTO OUR FAMILY HOME WITH HER? 

Q: I am married with a 3-year old son but my wife and I are separated. My wife lives with our son in our property we bought in joint names 
and I still pay the mortgage as she is not working. Now she has met someone else, who wants to move in with her. I am not happy about this 
as I am struggling financially. Could I charge my wife’s new partner rent as I own half the house and pay the mortgage? 

A: As you and your wife own the house it is unlikely her new partner could be considered a tenant, and therefore you would have no legal 
right to charge him rent. He should however have your permission to move into the property and you could discuss the extent of his financial 
contribution to the outgoings to reduce the financial burden on you. There is a right to occupational rent that arises as you have moved out of 
the property, irrespective of your wife’s partner moving in, which would allow you to be credited an amount to reflect your wife benefiting from 
sole occupation and use of the joint property. 

This may be the time to legally formalise the situation in relation to your joint property, though you cannot go to court to do that without 
first attempting to resolve issues and agree arrangements relating to money, children and other consequences of your separation using the 
Mediation process. 

Mediation is a voluntary process whereby, with the help of a trained, impartial Mediator, you and your wife can talk through all separation 
issues. The number of Mediation sessions you need depends on the requirements of both of you and the complexity of the case. We would 
advise that you discuss your options with a family law specialist to resolve matters as amicably, swiftly and cost effectively as possible.

FULL marks to those members of the 
Friends of Brynhafod Field, whose pho¬ 
tograph appeared in the Oswestry and 
Border Chronicle of June 11 for their pub¬ 
lic-spiritedness in looking after and keep¬ 
ing tidy the field adjoining Brynhafod Road 
which is such a precious amenity to the 
residents of Oswestry, and deserves to be 
preserved for the enjoyment of all. 

Older members of the public will remem¬ 
ber the field as being the sports ground of 
the former Oswestry Boys’ High School. 

In fact the row of lime trees along its 
boundary serves as a memorial to the Old 
Boys of the school who gave their lives in 
the Second World War and whose names 
appear on the stone placed near the en¬ 
trance to the field. 

As you pointed out the field is protected 
by the Fields in Trust organisation and is a 
Queen Elizabeth II Field, and in addition 
the row of trees referred to above is des¬ 
ignated and protected as a war memorial. 

Long may this situation continue.

Fundraiser in the pink 
thanks to farm bales

SHROPSHIRE’S rural residents 
are used to seeing the fields cov¬ 
ered in large black silage bales 
at this time of year. 

But unusual pink “giant marshmal¬ 
lows” have been spotted springing up 
in some fields in the north of the coun¬ 
ty. 

The pink silage bales have been produced 
by Rob Manford, from Upper Wiggington, 
St Martins near Oswestry and are part of 
a fundraising campaign for Breakthrough 
Breast Cancer and the Breast Cancer Cam¬ 
paign. Mr Manford, 29, uses the baling rolls 
in his business as a farm contractor, which 
he has run with his father for the last 10 
years. He said the brightly coloured bales 
have caught the imagination of farmers 
across the area. 

“They’re in about four or five places 
within a 20 mile-radius at the moment. The 
farmers have been trying to place the pink 
bales near to the roads so people can see 
them. They love it,” he said. 

“The black ones are a bit boring. These 
ones look like giant marshmallows. 

“It costs slightly more for a pink wrap 
than black, but the farmers are willing to 
pay for it - and that’s really saying some¬ 
thing. 

“I’ve got two rolls left now. I’ve used 
about 10 rolls up but I’m struggling to get 
hold of the wrap now. On average one roll 
will do about 20 bales.” 

The idea originated in New Zealand last 
year and was conceived as way of raising 
money for people living with secondary 
breast cancer. In the UK, the wrap is man¬ 
ufactured by Volac, and has proved so pop¬ 
ular it has sold out.

Killer back 
in jail after 
police hunt 

ONE of the brutal killers of a Llangol¬ 
len couple has been arrested in Spain 
after almost four months on the run 
from prison. 

Jorge Real Sierra, who was con¬ 
victed of killing Linda and Anthony 
O’Malley 13 years ago, was captured 
at Madrid’s Barajas airport in follow¬ 
ing a covert operation by Spain’s na¬ 
tional police force. 

Sierra had been allowed out on a 
six-day temporary release from a Gra¬ 
nada prison in February, but failed to 
return. 

An arrest warrant was issued in 
March by the Provincial Criminal 
Court in Alicante and police launched 
a nationwide hunt for the fugitive. 

In 2006 Sierra, and his brother- 
in-law Antonio Velazquez Gonzalez, 
were jailed for the kidnap, torture and 
killing of the O’Malleys, who had been 
house hunting in the Costa Blanca re¬ 
gion of Spain. 

Sierra was jailed for 62 years and 
Gonzales, now aged 50, was sentenced 
to 54 years and both were expected 
to serve at least 25 years. Linda, 56, 
a manageress at an Ellesmere Port 
store, and Anthony, 42, a car restorer, 
had travelled to Spain in September 
2002 ._ 

inquest opened 

on widower, 85 

THE inquest of an 85-year-old widow¬ 
er has been opened and adjourned. 

Kenneth Towers, of Llanyblodwel, 
near Oswestry, died on June 22 at 
Royal Stoke University Hospital, a 
hearing on Friday heard. 

A cause of death has not been con¬ 
firmed and histological reports are 
awaited. 

Coroner John Ellery opened the in¬ 
quest and adjourned proceedings until 
September 30.

Osprey chicks are 
still going strong 

THREE rare osprey chicks born on a 
nature reserve have survived the per¬ 
ilous first few weeks of life and will 
soon be named and ringed. 

The three chicks, currently all nick¬ 
named Bob, were born to parents 
Monty and Glesni at the start of June 
and will be ringed by staff at the Dyh 
Osprey Project near Machynlleth so 
that they can keep track of them in 
the future. 

They continue to provide a fascinat¬ 
ing insight for enthusiasts who can 
observe the birds from a webcam set 
up in the nest. 

Emyr Evans, from the Dyh Osprey 
Project, said: “We wait until they are 
at least four weeks old to make sure 
their leg girths are fully developed. 

“We will put plastic rings on their 
right leg and a smaller metal ring on 
their left leg. 

“We will also measure and weigh 
the chicks - this will give us a good 
indication whether they are male or 
female as females are usually 10 to 15 
per cent larger.” 

Royal Mail just 
misses its target 

ROYAL Mail failed to hit its yearly 
target for next working day deliveries 
on first class mail in the Shrewsbury 
postcode area, which covers Oswestry 
and Welshpool.

Flushing habits focus 
of company's action day

WASTE water teams from Sev¬ 
ern Trent Water spent the day 
at a sewer blockage hotspot in 
Welshpool to talk to customers 
about their ‘flushing habits’. 

Jacqueline Whitehead, customer and 
community lead for Severn Trent, said: 
“We know that there are certain areas in 
our region where sewer blockage num¬ 
bers are much higher than anywhere else. 
Welshpool is one of those places, particu¬ 
larly the Oldford Rise, Oldford Close and 
Berriew Road areas. 

“Since 2011 we’ve had 143 blockages in 
these three areas, with 110 of these being 
caused by sanitary products being flushed 
down the toilet and getting stuck. 

“We spend a lot of time and money un¬ 
blocking sewers, so we decided to go and 
visit the area to see if we could understand 
both why this is happening and what we 
can do to prevent it.” 

During the day a team checked manhole 
covers, fixed blockages and leaks, and of¬ 
fered advice. “We’ve done quite well,” said 
Mrs Whitehead. “We managed to do two 
streets but we found seven blockages and 
a water leak on a meter, things like that. It 
was nice to meet people. 

“We spoke to lots of people and had chats 
about what not to put down the drains. It 
was a good day for all of us. There were 
quite a few people in yellow jackets taking 
up manhole covers so people were intrigued 
about what we were doing and came out to 
talk to us.”

LLANFYLLIN’S bilingual culture 
could be destroyed and the fu¬ 
ture of secondary education in 
the town threatened if Powys 
County Council takes Welsh 
medium education from its high 
school, parents have said. 

Hundreds of worried parents and 
pupils turned up to a series of mini 
meetings at the school on Tuesday to 
voice their support for the retention of 
bilingual education at the school and 
also the retention of a sixth form. 

Cefin Campbell for the consultation 
group brought in by the council, said Powys 
simply could not afford to retain six second¬ 
ary schools in the north of the county. 

He revealed one of the options was the 
designation of Llanfair Caereinion School 
as north Powys’s Welsh medium school, 
removing the Welsh unit from Llanfyllin. 

But that brought an outcry from those in 
the meeting. 

Former head at Llanfyllin High School, 
Carl Mincher, said those behind the con¬ 
sultation exercise had failed to grasp the 
context is which the school sat. 

“This school is an extremely success¬ 
ful bilingual school and to take that away 
would have far reaching consequences not 
just for education but for the whole area,” 
he said. 

“Pupils attend Llanfyllin not just because 
of its excellent reputation but because it is 
bilingual.” 

Many people said that taking away the 
Welsh medium education would lead to 
fewer Welsh speaking children in the local 
communities. 


AN amateur metal detectorist made 
the find of a lifetime when he un¬ 
covered a 3,500-year-old Bronze Age 
axe head in his back garden. 

Chris Langston took up the hobby 
six months ago and has already 
found an array of coins from the

Mr Langston said the axe head 
showed signs of having been used, 
with scratches in the patina showing 
the direction of the strokes as it had 
been used to chop wood. It would 
have originally been mounted on an 
L-shaped wooden handle. 


Project to 
recognise 
sacrifice of 
war victims 

A COLLECTION of ceramic poppies 
will be planted over the next three 
years at an exhibition in Oswestry 
to commemorate the men of Shrop¬ 
shire’s Cambrian Railway Company 
who lost their lives in the First World 
War. 

The 53 poppies were made by art 
students at North Shropshire College 
in Oswestry in remembrance of each 
soldier from the company who railway 
who died. 

Cambrian Heritage Railways will 
be honouring these men on the 100th 
anniversary of each death with a can¬ 
dle placed in the First World War 
exhibition at the railway museum in 
Oswestry. 

With each candle, one of the ce¬ 
ramic poppies will be added to the 
exhibition, so that over the years the 
number of poppies displayed will grow 
until there are 53. 

College lecturer Kate Smallwood 
said she was looking forward to the 
collaboration with Cambrian Heritage 
Railways. 

She said she was really pleased 
when the Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 
ways group contacted the college to 
get involved in the project. 

She said: “We are honoured to be 
part of this commemoration event 
headed by Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 
ways. 

“The students made the poppies to 
represent each soldier from the Cam¬ 
brian Railways who fought and died 
in the First World War, so it seems 
perfect that they can be used again to 
honour those men in the commemo¬ 
rations being held by the Cambrian 
Railways. 

“The next ceremony will be in Au¬ 
gust of this year when Cambrian man 
JE Humphries will be honoured.”

A DISUSED pub could be brought 
back into use as a community 
meeting place for a town. 

The Lower Cross Keys in High 
Street, Llanfyllin closed in 2011 but 
has now been bought by a new owner 
who plans to transform the pub into 
a community building with catering 
facilities. 

Dating back to the 16th century, the 
building is Grade II listed and new owner 
Shan Mayor plans to keep the character 
and history of the building while creating a 
space that can be used for a youth cafe, day 
care, family meditation and other activities. 

Geraint Lloyd, agent for Mrs Mayor, 
said: “As a pub the Lower Cross Keys would 
have played an integral part in the social 
scene of Llanfyllin. 

“The proposals are to create a commu¬ 
nity resource centre which will enhance the 
social, cultural and linguistic characteris¬ 
tics of the area. 

“The applicants have already had meet¬ 
ings with the local councillor and are 
planning meetings with the Chamber of 
Commerce, the medical centre and Powys 
Association of Voluntary Organisations 
among others to establish a network of 
organisations to identify the needs of the 
community as a whole. 

“The proposals have been welcomed 
wholeheartedly by local residents, with 
many commenting on the lack of current 
facilities and activities in the area.” 

Mrs Mayor has applied for planning 
permission for the change of use and she 
is hoping to hear if it has been granted by 
Powys County Council within the next few 
weeks.

Manstoleto 
pay for trip 
to Thailand 
court told 

A MAN stole cheques and a bank card 
during a burglary at the home of a 
pensioner - and then used them to fly 
to Thailand. 

Shane Smallman had not intended 
to return to the UK and had made a 
serious attempt at taking his own life 
while out there, a court heard. 

The court heard that when he re¬ 
turned to the UK he was arrested 
and charged with burglary - his fifth 
dwelling house burglary - and three 
charges of fraud involving the air fare 
and cash he had withdrawn from his 
victim’s bank account. 

Smallman, 27, of Stonehouse, Hope, 
near Welshpool, faced a statutory 
minimum three-year jail term as a 
‘three strikes burglar’. 

But the judge said he believed that 
in the defendant’s circumstances, that 
would be unjust and he imposed a 
two-year sentence. David Mainstone, 
prosecuting, told the court the victim 
was a 75-year-old retired farmer who 
lived alone in a detached bungalow at 
the village of Hope. 

He had been out for a meal and 
paid using his bank card. But a few 
days later he realised that his card 
had been used to pay for a holiday to 
Thailand, a total of £756. 

The victims also found that two 
cheques had been used to withdraw 
money - £450 and £1,400 - and they 
had been made out to the defendant’s 
account. 

Jonathan Austin, for Smallman, 
told Mold Crown Court that his cli¬ 
ent had made a serious attempt at his 
own life while in Thailand and was 
not in a good state of health when he 
returned. 

The defendant was sentenced at 
court via a live television link from 
Altcourse Prison in Liverpool.

Homes plan for village 
pub rejected by council 


Landmark the focus of new book

A VILLAGE pub will not be con¬ 
verted into homes after planning 
officers urged developers to try 
and make it the heart of the com¬ 
munity once more. 

Developers wanted to turn the Four 
Crosses Inn in Four Crosses into two 
cottages and a development of three 
homes. 

But members of Powys County Council’s 
planning committee refused the applica¬ 
tion, saying more should be done to ensure 
it stays as a pub. 

Carol Davies, a local resident who spoke 
at the planning meeting, said with the right 
landlord in place the pub could become the 
centre of the village. 

She added: “This pub should be able to 
make someone a living. The three pubs in 
nearby Llanymynech do well, as does the 
Green Inn in Llangedwyn. 

“It is in the perfect place on one of the 
busiest junctions in Mid Wales. It even had 
good pedestrian access.” 

A petition signed by 586 people calling on 
it to remain as a pub had been handed in to 
the council at an earlier date. 

But Rob Mills, on behalf of Bucking¬ 
hamshire-based developers Easglescourt, 
said the pub had been making a loss for 10 
years. He said: “It is currently closed. Our 
view is that the pub was on sale at a fair 
market price for 18 months. There was no 
interest. The previous landlords tried to re¬ 
juvenate it with a series of events and spe¬ 
cials, but they were all unsuccessful.” 

Councillors voted 7-6 in favour of refus¬ 
ing the plans. There were three absten¬ 
tions. 


A WORLD heritage site near 
Oswestry has been put under the 
spotlight in a new book.

Rare fiver 
fromcounty 
bank is up 
for auction 

A RARE black and white five pound 
note, produced 200 years ago when 
Shropshire printed its own money, is 
set to fetch between £300 and £400 
around £350 at an auction. 

The note is emblazoned with the 
words Shrewsbury & Welshpool Bank. 

And although the note is not dated, 
the names of the bank’s partners 
- Beck, Beck and Phillips - in the 
bottom right hand corner of the note 
confirm that it was printed sometime 
between 1800 and 1812. 

This makes it one of the earliest 
notes produced by this bank. 

Beck, Beck and Phillips, were the 
Shropshire businessmen who founded 
the Shrewsbury & Welshpool Bank in 
1800 and they were its partners until 
1812. In fact,the Beck family, one of 
Shrewsbury’s most prominent 19th 
century families, were involved in the 
running of the bank for its entire 80 
years of its existence. 

The Shrewsbury & Welshpool fiver 
is expected to sell for between £300 
and £400 at Spink & Son, in Blooms¬ 
bury, London, on Wednesday. 

Barnaby Faull, head of the bank¬ 
notes department at the auctioneers, 
said: “All towns and cities used to 
issue their own banknotes. 

“Merchants would get together and 
set up their own banks. 

“But their notes - which were like 
IOUs - could only be used locally. So 
when many of these provincial banks 
went bust their notes became com¬ 
pletely worthless.” 

Some Shropshire banks, such as 
the Shrewsbury Bank and the Salop 
& North Wales Bank did go bust, but 
the Shrewsbury & Welshpool Bank 
was a notable exception and became 
one of Shropshire’s most successful 
19th century banks.

3205 and the four coaches were stabled in 
the station and left in the charge of David 
Rouse, who decided to keep the fire in all 
night. 

“After spending some time drinking in 
Elias’s bar, David invited me to join others, 
including David Williams, on the footplate. 

“Some time was spent just talking, then 
out of the blue, David Rouse asked us if we 
fancied a trip down the line. 

“We all eagerly said yes, under the im¬ 
pression we would only go as far as Oldbury 
Viaduct and back as had happened during 
the day. 

“Anyway, the fire was livened up, a few 
rounds put on and when steam pressure 
came up, off we went into the night, not 
stopping until we came to Eardington. 

Darkness 

“What happened next was like a scene 
out of the ghost train. 

“As we ground to a halt, the firebox door 
was opened to check the fire, and, enveloped 
by swirling steam, the footplate was lit up, 
silhouetting us against the darkness beyond 
by the eerie glow of the fire.” 

The loco made its way back to Bridgnorth, 
very gingerly as it was by now pushing the 
four coaches. 

“On arrival, there were a lot of red faces 
and strong words since we hadn’t official 
permission to run even beyond the station 
limits, let alone down the line.” 

He added: “Apparently, we had upset 
quite a few of the local residents with the 
noise of the whistle. These were the very 
people who we needed for support and also 
to convince that we were not just ‘playing 
trains’. 

“The storm did blow over however, and it 
was put down to over-enthusiasm brought 
about by the events of the day, the arrival of 
our first engine. 

“Looking back, it could have scuppered 
the whole project.”

Firm’s oak 
helped to 
rebuild the 
Commons 


Oak destined for the House of Commons in 1948 

WITH a repair bill running into billions in 
prospect for the Houses of Parliament, it 
would be nice for Newport folk to believe 
that it is not the oak beams and panelling 
which are to blame. 

Because nearly 70 years ago it was a Newport 
timber firm which provided Shropshire and Her¬ 
efordshire oak which was used in a major pro¬ 
ject of yesteryear - the rebuilding of the House 
of Commons after it was destroyed in a wartime 
bombing raid. 

That firm was John Ashworth and Co (Timber), and 
for a glimpse of its role in the rebuilding we can refer 
to an article in the Newport and Market Drayton Ad¬ 
vertiser in March 1948. 

“The nationwide interest which is being taken in 
the building of the new House of Commons is finding 
strong expression in Shropshire, for the twin counties 
of Shropshire and Herefordshire are providing the bulk 
of the fine oak which will be used in the building which 
will replace that which was destroyed by the German 
Luftwaffe during the raids on London in 1941,” it says. 

“Newport’s interest is peculiarly intimate, for the 
felling of many of the massive oaks and the prepara¬ 
tion of the timber for the craftsmen has been entrusted 
to the firm of Messrs John Ashworth and Co (Timber) 
Ltd, one of the largest employers of labour in the town. 

“For two years and more all the accumulated skill 
and experience of the firm’s staff and workmen has 
been concentrated on reducing these massive trees into 
many thousands of feet of framing panels and beams.” 

An “Advertiser representative” was given the priv¬ 
ilege of an extended tour of the firm’s 33-acre yards. 

“The felling of the selected trees and the sawing up 
of the great butts are, it appears, by no means the most 
important in the cycle of events, the end of which will 
be the seating, the panelling and the ceiling of the new 
House of Commons, which will be gazed at admiringly 
by future generations.” 

The article went on to explain how experience and 
new knowledge and techniques brought out the beauty 
of the oak. Mammoth timber wagons rolled into the 
Newport yards with great loads. The timber went into 
great kilns to be dried, otherwise it would twist and 
crack when used in the Commons. 

“The great trunk has to be cut into quarters so that 
the medullary rays of the wood can be cut to display 
the full beauty of the figure. Much of it may have been 
allocated to less important jobs, or perhaps discarded 
altogether, for only the best must be incorporated in 
the new chamber which future generations will study 
as a model of the work of 20th century craftsmen.” 

Unfortunately the report does not say exactly where 
in Shropshire and Herefordshire the felled oaks came 
from in the first place. The rebuilt House of Commons 
was used for the first time in October 1950, with the 
likes of Winston Churchill and Clement Attlee, who 
was Prime Minister at the time, speaking against a 
backdrop of Shropshire oak. 

As for John Ashworth’s, well, you tell us. Is there 
anybody around who worked there and can give us an 
inside view of this historic project and the firm? 

It seems to have been at Station Road in Newport. 
A 1968 cutting (about job losses) in our archive says 
its head office was in Manchester and there had been 
a “recent merger” with J. Gliksten & Son, which had 
bought the share capital of Ashworth’s. 

As always, if you can supply any extra information, 
we’d love to hear from you. 


THE view from the top of The Wrekin is 
spectacular and on a clear day you can see 
Snowdon and take in 17 counties in a mag¬ 
nificent panorama. 

These are claims made again and again, in school 
text books, in Victorian guides, in magazine arti¬ 
cles, in poems and in literature, and have become 
so accepted that they are almost like part of the 
legend of the landmark hill. 

But what is the truth? Thanks to modern technology 
and research, we know the answers. And they may sur¬ 
prise you. 

The whole question has been investigated by researcher 
David Squires, and his conclusions have been published 
in an article. But first let’s look at some of things that he 
has found have been said over the years in support of the 
various claims. 


How far can you see from The Wrekin? 

In the 1870 “Handbook for Shropshire, Cheshire and 
Lancashire” the following description is given of what 
can be seen from The Wrekin: “The view is remarkably 


beautiful, embracing the whole of Shropshire, the ranges 
of Church Stretton, the Longmynd, and the Stiper Stones, 
the Welsh mountains, in which the Breidden, the Ber- 
wyns, and in the far distance Snowdon, are conspicuous.” 

As for the number of counties which can be seen, a 
guidebook to the Great Western Railway published in 
1860 says “...seventeen counties may be seen; and in 
every direction, the most extensive and magnificent pros¬ 
pects are open to the view.” 

The answers came when computer generated images 
became available in 1995 - they can now be seen on www. 
vie wfinderpanoramas. org. 

So, let’s cut to the chase. Can Snowdon be seen from 
The Wrekin? Answer - definitely not. Cadair Berwyn 
blocks the line of sight, and continues to do so even in 
atmospheric conditions of extreme refraction. 

Can 17 counties be seen from The Wrekin? Answer - 
yes and no, because in fact 20 historic counties can be 
seen.

Unofficial trip ended 


with many red faces 


THE crowds had drifted away af¬ 
ter an epic day in the campaign 
to revive the Severn Valley Rail¬ 
way at Bridgnorth which had 
seen the arrival of its first loco, 
and the happy volunteers were 
drinking in the bar. 

They gravitated to the footplate of 
the loco which was still at the station. 
And it was not long before they were 
off on an unauthorised jaunt down the 
line which was to create a bit of a stink 
and could have scuppered the whole 
project. 

This was in 1967, when the enthusiasts 
of the Severn Valley Railway Society were 
working hard on their dream. 

But the row blew over, being put down to 
over-enthusiasm on an exciting day, and did 
not derail the campaign, which a few years 
later reached a triumphant conclusion with 
the SVR becoming one of Shropshire’s 
major tourist attractions. 

This year is the 50th anniversary of 
the founding of the SVR. A while ago 
Bridgnorth historian and researcher Chris 
Magner compiled the memories of the pi¬ 
oneers of those early days, some of whom 
have since died, to ensure their contribu¬ 
tions are recorded for posterity. 

And the enthusiast who started the ball 
rolling all those years ago was Keith Bed- 
does, who lives now in Telford. 

The last passenger train on the SVR had 
run in September 1963, and the key date in 
starting a campaign to revive the line south 
of Bridgnorth was July 6, 1965, when about 
50 people attended a public meeting at The 
Cooper’s Arms, Kidderminster, and the so¬ 
ciety was founded. 

Bridgnorth station became the hub of the 
project and the fundraising. 

“There were many incidents, humorous 
or otherwise, which one remembers,” said 
Keith, in his memories as recorded by Chris. 

“Perhaps the most bizarre was on the day 
3205 (loco) arrived at Bridgnorth in 1967. 
After all the excitement of the day had 
died down and the crowds had gone away,

Bring patio 
to life with 
fragrances 
of summer 

STEPPING out onto the patio to be en¬ 
gulfed in waves of different fragrances 
is one of the most glorious sensations of 
summer, writes HANNAH STEPHENSON. 

Of course, there are the obvious candidates 
among the annuals - pots of night-scented 
stocks, traditional nicotiana (tobacco plants), va¬ 
nilla-scented heliotrope with its violet or white 
blooms, blue-vein surfinia and night phlox. 

For tall accents, plant old-fashioned highly scented 
varieties of sweet pea, Lath- 
yrus odoratus, in a deep pot 
to climb a wigwam of bamboo 
canes and provide fantastic 
scented blooms for cut flowers, 
so you can have fragrance in¬ 
side and out. You need to cut 
sweet pea flowers regularly 
to keep them coming, or they 
will just set seed, which tells 
the plant the flowering peri¬ 
od’s over. 

All can be planted in pots 
to waft their delicious aromas 
around the patio for you and 
your guests to inhale, but if 
you have beds or borders close 
by, you can also make the most of those with more per¬ 
manent plantings. 

Make a low border out of dwarf lavenders such as 
‘Munstead’, whose purple flowers will be a magnet to 
bees and will keep narrow beds looking neat. They’re 
easy to maintain and should flower throughout sum¬ 
mer. Just prune them after flowering to keep them 
tidy, but don’t cut back into old wood or they won’t 
recover. 

Among my favourite shrubs is mock orange (Phil- 
adelphus), which, although not a classic climber, will 
grow up against trellis and fences, producing delicate 
white flowers in early summer which should fill even a 
large garden with fragrance. 

This deciduous shrub looks lovely in the border, used 
in groups as screening or simply as a stand-alone speci¬ 
men plant. It even makes excellent cut flowers indoors. 

Roses can also add scent to a patio, although if you 
want to put them in a pot, make it a big one, as their 
roots like to spread out. Alternatively, plant roses in a 
bed near the patio. You can’t go far wrong with David 
Austin English Roses such as the deep pink Gertrude 
Jekyll, or try a new pure white 
variety, Desdemona (www. 
davidaustinroses.co.uk). 

Honeysuckle and jasmine 
can also be grown to climb 
up trellis or create colour and 
fragrance trained on pergolas 
and arbours or around garden 
seating areas. 

When planting, consider 
where you are going to put 
your scented specimens. It’s 
no use planting a rose at the 
end of your garden if the only 
time you’re ever going to sniff 
it is when you’re weeding that 

area. 

Take into account where you’re likely to be seated at 
particular times of day too, and consider plant height. 
It may be that simply securing a couple of pots at nose 
height on your outside wall, filled with aromatic plants, 
works best. 

Fragrant bulbs, such as lilies, freesias and some be¬ 
gonias including Begonia ‘Fragrant Falls Improved’, 
can also be grown in pots. 

Of course, fragrance isn’t limited to flowers. Scented 
leaf geraniums, fragrant-leaved herbs, like thyme and 
mint, and shrubs including cotton lavender (Santolina) 
and myrtle, all give off rich fragrances. Plant shrubs 
with aromatic foliage close to a path or seating area 
in full sun. 

Ground-hugging thymes can be planted in cracks 
between paving; when lightly crushed underfoot their 
scent will be released. Brushing against aromatic 
leaves also releases their fragrance, while light rain can 
also bring out the scent of some shrubs. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Cosmos 

These cheerful daisy-like blooms on bushy plants add 
both height and colour to the summer border and are 
perfect filler plants to replace earlier perennials which 
have faded. 

Plant breeders are producing more dwarf versions 
which are good for patio pots but in mixed borders it’s 
best to go for larger plants which will make more of an 
impact. Cosmos also provide cut flowers in beautiful 
colours from soft pinks to carmines and then deep clar¬ 
et-crimson in late summer, which is when the tender 
perennial C. atrosanguineus, the chocolate-smelling 
cosmos, comes into flower. 





Take steps to protect your gooseberry bushes from sawfly caterpillar

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Tackling gooseberry problems 

IF all the leaves disappear from your goose¬ 
berries, they have probably been eaten by the 
gooseberry sawfly caterpillar, which is often a 
problem in about the third or fourth year after 
planting. 

They initially appear as a cluster of tiny holes 
in one leaf and then spread out, ruining the 
whole bush. If you catch them early, you may 
stop them in their tracks. Do this by shaking the 
caterpillars down on to a sheet on a dewy morn¬ 
ing, then dispose of them. 

Alternatively, knock them off with a jet of 
water and spread a thick layer of ash or soot 
around the stems to stop them returning. 

Another cause of leaves disappearing is goose¬ 
berry leaf spot, which is common in early sum¬ 
mer when tiny blackish-brown spots appear on 


gooseberry leaves which then turn brown and 
fall early. To deter the fungus, regularly remove 
the fallen leaves to decrease the chances of the 
problem recurring next year and spray with a 
suitable fungicide. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Pick small gooseberries to thin out heavy 
crops, leaving the remaining fruits well spaced 
out 

2. Give flowering plants and shrubs a feed 
with general fertiliser and water if the weather 
remains dry 

3. Continue to plant courgettes, pumpkins and 
tomatoes outside 

4. Pinch out the tips of trailing plants in bas¬ 
kets and pots to make them branch out 

5. Sow perennials in pots or a nursery bed 

6. Dig out or spot-treat weeds in your lawn

I MUST admit to feeling a cer¬ 
tain amount of trepidation when 
approaching fruit and vegetable 
growing. 

As a grower of hardy ornamentals as well 
as trees and shrubs it has always been a lit¬ 
tle outside my area of expertise. 

In reality it is mostly fairly straight for¬ 
ward, unless you are growing for competi¬ 
tion. 

Competitive vegetable growing is a whole 
different world. If you really want a me¬ 
tre-long runner bean, a 50-foot carrot or a 
marrow the size of a bus then good luck to 
you! 

Most of the skill comes in managing your 
growing space in such a way that famine 
and gluts are avoided. 

To a certain extent this is unavoidable 
with some things. 

I have no doubt that this is the week 
when our strawberry patch will be groan¬ 
ing with more fruit than we can pick or eat! 

(Just so you don’t all think everything is 
a bed of roses my glasshouse strawberries 
have been a disaster. Aphids took hold early 
and have overwhelmed the plants whilst I 
had my mind on other things). 

The peaks and troughs of production can 
be mitigated with successional sowing, i.e. 
sowing small amounts of a crop at regular 
intervals throughout the growing season. 

If you haven’t done so already, and if 
you have the space, now is the time to get 
on with a second or even a third sowing of 
things such as radish, carrots, lettuce, baby 
turnip and peas. 

Effective 

Brassicas can also be transplanted now. 
Luckily club root has never been a problem 
although root fly has been. 

One solution involves placing a short 
piece of rhubarb stalk in the bottom of the 
planting hole. This has proven to be ex¬ 
tremely effective. 

One job that never ends is hoeing in dry 
weather. It may seem mundane but it really 
does matter. 

Lots of people have begun to grow veg 
at home but they also still have to work, I 
know I do! 

So hoe whenever you get the time, an 
hour on your feet after work can save a day 
at the weekend on your hands and knees 
weeding. 

Sweet peas are blooming now. It is no 
wonder they are amongst the most popular 
garden plants. 

Silky petals and vibrant colours and fra¬ 
grance that I defy anyone to object to. 

Yet they still need watching, they have 
not reached their full height yet so keep 
tying them in. 

We grow hundreds of plants on long trel¬ 
lises and use green plastic netting as a sup¬ 
port. 

For the longest stems remove the side 
tendrils, although whilst plants are young 
and vigorous they should produce nice long 
stems on their own, perfect for the vase! 

The more you pick the more they pro¬ 


duce. Watering is really important for the 
present. 

Soft fruits like strawberries take up large 
amounts of water and it is vital to keep 
them moist at the roots to keep the fruits 
in good condition. 

I use a soaker hose at the roots rather 
then watering from above which can cause 
moulds. 

Sweet peas also need to be kept watered 


to avoid mildew and the aubergines and 
cucumbers in the glasshouse will be kept 
moist. 

Pumpkins also need to be kept moist to 
encourage them to get going. 

Water should be applied sparingly in 
spring and should tail off in the late sum¬ 
mer but for now the plants need water (and 
food) to produce those enormous stems and 
leaves which will smother weeds. 


I do most of my vegetable growing with 
my children who find it quite exciting to 
watch runner beans race up a cane and as 
my eldest daughter was born in October, 
pumpkins always make great gifts at par¬ 
ties. 

I must admit to a certain amount of child¬ 
ish pleasure as well. 

Who wouldn’t want the benefit of eating 
as many strawberries as you can manage?

Encounter with spider 
an incv-wincv bit scary 


SPIDERS are not the most cher¬ 
ished of creatures among the 
general public. 

It’s a shame because as we all well 
know, spiders do a great deal of good in 
the world. Indeed arachnids of all spe¬ 
cies play a vital function in controlling 
a whole host of other creepy crawlies, 
especially flies. 

One of the most common species in 
Shropshire is the wolf spider and look into 
almost any tussock of grass during the 
summer and you’ll see the attentive lit¬ 
tle females carrying their egg cases along 
with them as they flee your approach. Our 
county is also home to one of the largest 
of the UK’s spiders, the raft spider, found 
lurking in the bogs and meres of the north; 
a truly impressive beast. 

Arachnophobia in this country is a to¬ 
tally irrational fear. Most of the spiders 
that live on our island cannot pierce human 
skin even if they wanted to, and they don’t. 
Those that occasionally manage it are no¬ 
where near venomous enough to cause us 
any kind of problem. 

But there are parts of the world where a 
bite from a spider can be a bit of a problem 
and I went to track down one of the largest 
and most impressive of these. 

Study a map of Belize and about two 
thirds the way down you’ll see the incursion 
of the Maya Mountains from Guatemala. 
There is only one main road that stretches 
down the eastern side of the country and to 
access these mountains and their surround¬ 
ing virgin rainforest, you must travel down 
it to a place called Maya Centre.

From here you take a very rough track 
into the Cockscomb Basin, towards Victoria 
Peak which at 3,668ft is the highest point in 
the country. You are now happily ensconced 
in one of the richest and biologically diverse 
places on Earth and you are liable to dis¬ 
cover a new species of invertebrate every 
time you turn over a log. It was a particu¬ 
larly hot and sticky morning, even before 
the sun had risen and I decided to make a 
solo trek to ‘Tiger Fern’ waterfall in order 
to cool off and see some of the jungle’s wild¬ 
life along the way. I heard the waterfall long 
before I saw it and my pace quickened. 

At one point I stepped over a long, thin 
branch on the path and thinking it didn’t 
look quite right, I turned round to see that it 
was in fact a Black Tailed Cribo, a large and 
fast striking snake, although not venomous. 
As I neared the waterfall a bank rose up on 
the right. For some reason I turned to see, 
among all the detritus, roots and leaves, a 
black hole. I think it caught my eye not be¬ 
cause of its size (about that of a large rat’s 
hole) but because it was so neat and circu¬ 
lar. I peered in to see what looked like a 
large, white golf ball; and something was 
holding it. I took a step back in surprise. As 
my eyes adjusted to the dark interior I could 
make out eight hairy legs wrapped carefully 
around the ball and a red rump. 

It was a colossal female tarantula (I later

found out it was literally a ‘Red-Rump’ ta¬ 
rantula) and as I picked a leaf away from 
the top of the outer ring, she let go of her 
egg sac and confronted me, front feet and 
feelers raised, exposing her fearsome, 
knitting needle-like fangs. 

I must admit I was excited and alarmed 


in equal measure and after a couple of 
photos, headed down to the waterfall, 
watching my foot placements a little more 
carefully.

Council asks 
groupstoprovide 
youth services 

ORGANISATIONS are being asked to put on activities for 
young people following a shake-up by Shropshire Council. 

From this month, the authority will no longer be deliver¬ 
ing youth services but instead commissioning the services 
to organisations and individuals. 

And the council is now looking for interested parties to 
come forward which could deliver services for 10 to 19-year- 
olds, and people up to the age of 24 with learning difficul¬ 
ties, in Wem and Shawbury, Ellesmere, Gobowen, Selattyn, 
St Martins and Weston Rhyn, and Loton, Longden, Ford 
and Rea Valley areas. 

Ann Hartley, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “We anticipate that by commis¬ 
sioning youth activities, the capacity of the community and 
voluntary sector (CVS) will increase. 

“This is really positive for these areas and CVS providers 
as this is funding that has not previously been available in 
these areas. 

“Our aim is to ensure that as many young people as pos¬ 
sible can continue to access a wide range of activities after 
school, at weekends and in school holidays, to support their 
well-being, development of personal and social education 
and preparation for adulthood. 

“I would encourage any groups interested in proving 
youth activities in these areas to apply.” 

Over the past few months local joint committees have 
been working with young people and organisations to come 
up with ideas on how to spend money allocated for youth 
services in areas around Shropshire. 

The plans were then put to members of the public for 
consultation and Shropshire Council is now looking for or¬ 
ganisations that can fulfil those plans. 

Applications are being welcomed to provide one evening 
a week youth club provision in Wem and Shawbury as well 
as targeted outreach work in rural areas. 

In Ellesmere the council is looking for someone to pro¬ 
vide a safe place for young people to meet and to take part 
in various activities. 

Meanwhile in the Gobowen, Selattyn, St Martins and 
Weston Rhyn areas applications are being looked for from 
people who could provide one evening per week youth club 
provision in Weston Rhyn for 10-19 year olds. 

The council also wants an organisation to provide tar¬ 
geted outreach with clubs as well as developing and in¬ 
creasing capacity within current youth clubs.

Grease’s 3,388-performance run was the 
longest yet in Broadway history, although 
it was surpassed by A Chorus Line a few 
years later. 

It went on to become a West End hit, a 
hugely successful film, two popular Broad¬ 
way revivals in 1994 and 2007, and a staple 
of regional and community theatre. 

It remains Broadway’s 15th longest-run¬ 
ning show. 


The musical was turned into a hit movie 
in 1978 starring John Travolta, Olivia 
Newton-John, Stockard Channing, and Jeff 
Conaway. 

It was successful both critically and at 
the box office. Its soundtrack album ended 
1978 as the second-best selling album of 
the year in the United States, behind the 
soundtrack of Saturday Night Fever, anoth¬ 
er film starring Travolta.

Harry, who is also a keen motorcycle racer, said: “It 
happened just a mile from Gian Clwyd Hospital accident 
and emergency unit, so I was taken there by road before 
being transferred to the trauma unit in Stoke.

Age old 
question

THERE was entertainment, trepidation, in¬ 
spiration and a few robust words thrown in. 

But the idea of Shropshire’s High Sheriff David 
Stacey to put the spotlight firmly on the older gen¬ 
eration and invite hundreds of people to witness the 
result during a celebration at a school near Oswest¬ 
ry was, to all intent, a brilliant success. 

The evening at Packwood Haugh School, Ruyton-XI- 
Towns, which was attended by some of the county’s most 
prominent people, began with an introduction from the 
High Sheriff about his interest in not only the care of our 
increasingly older population but also the great contribu¬ 
tion they can still make. His interest is well established. 
His father now lives with dementia but his working life in¬ 
cluded being both a priest and a director of social services. 

Professor James Goodwin, head of research at Age UK, 
gave his prediction that the first person to live to 135 is 
almost certainly walking the earth now. Probably in Japan. 
Encouraging us to embrace the golden years which used 
to be called old age, the Professor said: “One reason we 
should love older life is that some things look better as you 
get older and some things are worth waiting for. We have 
successfully reduced the risks of death with people living 
longer and better. For instance there is a 92-year-old Amer¬ 
ican regularly carrying out operations on eyes.” 

At 91 and as clear a thinker as ever, the amazing Bar¬ 
oness Mary Warnock got the audience thinking. One of 
her present, deeply held beliefs, is that when people retire 
from their first, long term career, they can in so many cases 
easily start a new life and new career. Her platform was 
teaching. And she wants to see those from many different 
backgrounds doing just that, using their own vast experi¬ 
ence of life.

Gym set to open after investment Asian art 

specialist 
on the hunt

A property specialist is set to throw open 
the doors of a new gym as part of a string 
of investments in Telford & Wrekin. 

Angie Kousoulou, from Ketley, is open¬ 
ing Purity Lifestyle Studios in Wellington 
following an investment in the site total¬ 
ling around £300,000. 

It comes as Mr Kousoulou also oversees 
property deals elsewhere in the borough 
which have seen investors from London 
buying and selling well-known industrial 
estates on the area’s largest business 
parks. The fitness centre is being run in 
partnership with Gareth Connell, who 
has been working elsewhere in the town, 


and Mr Kousoulou’s partner Devonne 
Hannington. The new gym is aimed at 
providing a counterbalance to the current 
low-cost model of gym membership. 

“There is a shift in the industry to 
drive to the bottom,” he said, “and we 
are happy that they are going there as we 
don’t feel clients are being catered for as 
they should be. 

“All these places have thousands of cli¬ 
ents, whereas we will only ever have 200. 
It’s exclusive in number, but not in price. 

“This will be the flagship, and we will 
branch out into other units to cater for 
the needs of the populace - rather than 


the needs of a board of directors.” The 
fitness centre will be made up of four full¬ 
time members of staff, plus one appren¬ 
tice, with another expected to join later. It 
also has 10 self-employed personal train¬ 
ers on its books, all with their own niche 
area of expertise. 

The business will be run on the shop 
floor by Mr Connelly while Mr Kousou¬ 
lou, the finance director, pursues his other 
business interests. 

The long-term aim of the centre, which 
has been financed without bank funding, 
is to open further gyms under the Purity 
Lifestyle Studios name. 


Centre seeks firms 



FOOD manufacturing continues 
to play a pivotal role in the de¬ 
velopment of the county’s econ¬ 
omy, with industry giants such as 
Faccenda, Muller and ABP invest 
here. 

But in Shrewsbury, there is a hub of 
innovation that continues to attract 
food start-ups into the area. 

One of only 10 buildings of its type in the 
country, the Shropshire Food Enterprise 
entre at Battlefield acts as a platform for 
new food brands to launch onto the market.

The subject of some controversy after 
its contract with food producers collective 
Heart of England Fine Foods was cancelled, 
bosses at Shropshire Council say it contin¬ 
ues to attract new food manufacturers. 

“Business generally move in on three- 
year leases,” said the council’s business and 
enterprise manager Mark Pembleton. 

“The idea is if you’re a fast-growing busi¬ 
ness, after three years you should be look¬ 
ing at taking that next step. It has never 
been beyond 90 per cent full, as just before 
you get to 100 per cent occupancy, another 
company moves on and goes elsewhere.” 

Oriental Food Express, which makes fro¬ 


zen dim sum which is sold in Chinese super¬ 
markets such as Wing Yip, was drawn into 
Shropshire by the centre. Bruce Wong and 
his business partner, Daniel Wang, live in 
London, but moved their manufacturing to 
Shropshire for the pre-fitted building. 

The Little Round Cake Company has ex¬ 
panded within the centre, taking a second 
unit to produce a range of meringues - and 
it is now branching out again into a range 
of custards. 

The company already counts the likes 
of Selfridges and Ocado among its custom¬ 
ers, and further expansion could see it join 
others who have moved into new factories 


outside the centre - such as Coopers Gour¬ 
met Sausage Rolls, another current tenant 
which is to move on. In the past, the likes 
of cheesemakers Mr Moyden’s, now based 
in Market Drayton have used the centre as 
a springboard. Now the council is on the 
hunt for further start-ups to move into the 
building and further develop Shropshire’s 
reputation for food manufacturing. 

“This is partly about bringing people in 
from outside,” Mr Pembleton added. “It’s 
an inward investment attraction as it’s one 
of only 10 in the country. 

“We have had Irish companies thinking it 
could be a good gateway to the UK.” 


£1.8m of work is a record for county practice 


AN architects in Shropshire is in the busiest period of its 
12-year history, with £1.8 million of projects currently on 
the go. 

Johnson Design Partnership (JDP), which has been 
listed in the top 200 practices in the UK, is on site or 
currently tendering for 12 different design and build con¬ 
tracts, which will between them create up to 100 jobs. 

The projects include a mix of homes, hospitals which 
have asked the company to make use of new design 
techniques, and facilities for community groups such as 
cricket clubs and schools. 

“This is a really great time to be involved with the prac¬ 
tice and we have lots of challenging, but great projects 
currently on site or out to tender,” said founder and man¬ 
aging director Vic Johnson. 

“The list is extremely diverse from a £200,000 Water 
Tower conversion in Harpenden to an extension and re¬ 
furbishment of a family-run funeral home in the Black 
Country.

“We also have numerous examples of Grand Designs, 
where we are transforming living spaces in modern and 
traditional homes.” 


He added: “I think a lot of our success is down to our 
ability to take cutting edge design techniques and com¬ 
bine them with effective project management so that 
costs are closely controlled and we meet build deadlines. 

“We are also still a relatively small architects practice 
and that is reflected in the level of personal service and 
attention to detail. Often we are trying to create people’s 
dreams so it’s important they feel like the only client we 
have. 

“We are already talking to a number of people about un¬ 
locking hidden spaces and making sure designs are func¬ 
tional to assist with everyday living, but also give access 
to gardens and make the most of the outdoors.” 

JDF| which has a second office in central London, has 
also noticed a major take-up in the number of clients look¬ 
ing at ‘summer living’, where they are adapting spaces to 
make the most of the better weather.

AN Asian art specialist who has joined 
a Shropshire auction house says he be¬ 
lieves there are “many treasures” waiting 
to be discovered in the area. 

Alexander Clement, 44, former saleroom direc¬ 
tor for Bonhams in Chester, has been appointed 
by Halls in Shrewsbury, bringing a very niche 
area of expertise to the region. 

“There are not many specialists in Asian art in the 
central part of England and I am hoping to be able to 
fill that void for Halls,” he said. “I am looking forward 
to getting out and meeting people and am happy to 
travel anywhere in the country to view items. 

“I think there is a good chance of finding something 
really special because Asian art has been collected in 
the past and it has remained in large houses or been 
passed down through the generations, often with the 
owners not realising what they have in their collection. 

“There is fresh knowledge coming to the market all 
the time which helps us to build a picture of where 
and how things were made. They may be few and far 
between but these prize pieces are out there sitting in 
houses and it’s up to us to seek them out. 

“There is a surprising number of things that turn up 
that the owners know absolutely nothing about. It’s de¬ 
lightful when that happens and we are able to sell the 
items to an international market for a very good price.” 

The most notable discovery of his career to date was 
a pair of 18th century Chinese porcelain vases, which 
sold for £200,000 at auction. In today’s market, he says 
the vases would probably fetch £500,000. 

At Halls Mr Clement is reunited with a former Bon¬ 
hams colleague, senior auctioneer and valuer Andrew 
Beeston. 

An art and design history graduate of Staffordshire 
University, Mr Clement was curator of the Royal Doul- 
ton Museum on Burslem for five years before joining 
Phillips in Chester.

Check your mirrors BMW, 
Mercedes and Land Rover - 
there’s a new Volvo coming over 
the horizon and X5, M-Class and 
Discovery sales will be under 
threat. 

It’s been no secret that Volvo has 
been plotting an entirely new product 
range and the XC90 is the first model to 
appear on a fresh platform with a spa¬ 
cious, seven-seat cabin and dripping 
with new technology. 

With prices ranging from £46,000-£54,000 
the new model builds on the versatility of 
the first generation XC90 and is the safest 
Volvo ever built with the Swedish company 
claiming the best safety package in the car 
industry. 

The XC90 is a massive car for Volvo. It’s 
a fuel efficient, economical and technical¬ 
ly advanced competitor in the SUV sector, 
fitted with lightweight four cylinder, two litre 
Drive-E engines. You can pick from 2.0-litre 
petrol and diesel models and a petrol-elec¬ 
tric plug-in hybrid. They may be smaller 
four-cylinder engines than on the previous 
model but performance has been improved. 

For example the latest D5 fitted to the 
first generation XC90 produced 200hp and 
emitted 215g/m of C02. The new Drive-E D5 
produced 225hp and just 149g/km of C02. 

New from the ground up it is a milestone 
in Volvo’s revival. After all the XC90 has 
proved to be Volvo’s most successful and 
profitable car since launch in 2002, so there 
can be no mistakes with this update. 


It’s crammed with high-tech develop¬ 
ments, all controlled through a nine-inch 
touchscreen that may seem easy to use to 
the Volvo boffins but unless you’re comfort¬ 
able with a Tablet or an iPad you may be put 
off. 

It’s certainly one of the best I have seen 
with the ability to swipe the screen sideways 
to reveal a multitude of options and you can 
make things easier by programming voice 
recognition instructions on some models. 

The driver sits high up and if reversing isn’t 
your strength you’ll want to add all round re¬ 
versing cameras to back-up the parking as¬ 
sist system because the XC90 is genuinely 
big with seven real seats. 

Volvo is keen to claim this as the safest car 
on our roads and have rear seat airbags to 
back up their claims. You get the latest ver¬ 
sion of Volvo’s City Safety system, which can 
automatically apply the brakes if something 
happens in front or is approaching at speed 
from behind. Active anti-whiplash head re¬ 
straints and a lane departure warning system 
are also standard on every model, while the 
options list includes blind spot monitoring 
and a system that stops you pulling out into 
the path of another car at junctions. 

Space is as good as anything in the sector. 
Up front it’s comfortable with armchair style 
seating, while the middle row offers tremen¬ 
dous leg room and sliding seats. The back 
two seats would be OK for short journeys for 
adults but are really aimed at carrying kids. 
There’s still room for luggage with all the seat 
used but when you fold the back ones down 
it reveals an enormous space. 

You get leather upholstery with the en¬ 
try-level Momentum along with a Sat-Nav 
system and a brilliant 10-speaker sound

system but you need to upgrade to the In¬ 
scription to gain a sportier look and plush¬ 
er interior plus gearshift paddles. 

Optional air suspension improves ride 
and handling but there’s not a lot wrong 
with the standard option. You get a very 
positive feel, minimal road noise and bare¬ 
ly a whisper of wind interference. 

You’ll certainly notice the new XC90 on 
the roads. Volvo always caught the eye, 
being the first to have sidelights perma¬ 
nently on. Now there’s unique touches, in¬ 
cluding the re-designed “Iron Mark” logo, 
a floating style grille and highly distinctive 
T-shaped “Thor hammer” headlights. They 
look stunning when coming to meet you. 


Volvo has positioned the new model to 
compete head-on in the sector and the 
XC90 has all the right credentials to give 
the opposition more than a few problems. 
It will also be attractive to senior manage¬ 
ment as a company car due to excellent 
benefit in kind figures. 

Your biggest problem may be getting 
your hands on a model with the first re¬ 
lease sold out in just 47 hours and order 
books already bulging in dealerships.

Hyundai putting 
on the style with 
a bargain price 


Add style to most cars and 
you add cost too, sometimes 
paying a small fortune for 
something that stands out in 
a crowd. 

And we don’t seem to mind, a 
fact the car makers know only too 
well. It means they can bump up 
the bottom line and we keep smil¬ 
ing. 

Well, here is a car that trades on its 
look to sell over the more mundane 
machine it’s based on - but doesn’t 
ask for extra for the privilege of a bit 
more style. 

Say hello to the new Hyundai i20 
coupe, closely based on the latest 
i20 hatchback but lacking a couple 
of doors and with the body subtly re¬ 
drawn to give it a svelte look from the 
side. 

The result is a car that won’t frighten 
the horses but might just draw admir¬ 
ing glances as it attempts to park in the 
daily school run jamboree - looks that 
will turn to mild astonishment when the 
price is disclosed. 

Because here is a car that seems a 
genuine bargain. No, make that a steal 
if you compare it with something like a 


Ford Fiesta with the same sized engine 
and a near equal price tag. 

Not only is the coupe the same 
price as the equivalent Hyundai 
hatch (which, admittedly gains rear 
doors over the coupe) but it’s so well 
equipped compared to the Ford you 
wonder if the latter has lost a page of 
the brochure. 

So before we take the i20 Coupe for 
a drive, let’s examine its standard kit in 
some detail. For the less than £13,000 
price tag you’ll find alloy wheels, elec¬ 
trically-adjusted and heated door mir¬ 
rors and front fog lights on the outside. 

Warranty 

Move to the interior and you discov¬ 
er air conditioning, cruise control, rear 
parking sensors, audio controls on 
the steering wheel and a smartphone 
docking station atop the dash. 

Dig deeper, to discover tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring, hill start assist and a 
space saver spare wheel, not a bottle 
of doubtfully useful pressurised gloop. 

And don’t forget Hyundai’s five-year, 
unlimited mileage warranty that in¬ 
cludes five years roadside assistance 
too. 

By now you may be wondering if 
Hyundai has spent so much on the fix¬ 


tures and fittings it has left no room to 
make a profit. 

Well, there are obvious savings on 
the look and feel of the interior. It’s all 
a bit drab and black and plasticky, but 
everything works with enough solid 
precision to promise a long and trou¬ 
ble-free life. 

There’s also enough room under the 
coupe’s lowered roofline for a couple 
of adults in the rear, where they will find 
identical legroom to the five-door hatch 
and only a little headroom shaved off it 
the pursuit of style. The boot’s a sensi¬ 
ble size too. 

Out on the road the little 1.2-litre 
engine does its best to be perky but 
doesn’t really relish revs; better to let it 
relax a little and enjoy a ride that makes 
a very respectable job of flattening out 
our awful British road surfaces. 

Driven with brio the test car’s trip 
computer (another standard fitting) 
showed 46mpg at journey’s end. That’s 
a decent return but there is a diesel en¬ 
gine on offer (at a healthy £2,000 pre¬ 
mium) that would do better still. 

You might think, though, that the 
cheapest coupe (prices stretch to 
£16,400 for a diesel with satnav) is the 
most sensible buy. Make that stylish 
and sensible.

THE New Saints boss Craig Harrison 
has won everything with the Welsh 
Premier high fliers in a trophy-laden 
four and a half years at Park Hall.

They went out 3-0 on aggregate to Helsinborgs 
in 2013, the following year lost to the mighty 
Legia Warsaw 4-1 on aggregate and last season 
succumbed 3-0 over the two legs to SK Slovan 
Bratislava. 

“Domestically, I could not have asked for 
more, but we now need to turn that success into 
progress in Europe,” said Harrison. 

“We have come up against some big clubs in 
the last three years, but in each game we have 
been competitive only to just fall short. 

“We are improving, and I feel we are a lot bet¬ 
ter prepared this season unlike last year when 
we had two or three injuries in the run-up.” 

There is no reason why the Saints can’t enjoy 
some success this time around as they launched 
their Champions League campaign with a first 
qualifying round tie away to B36 Torshavn this 
week. 

As the top seeded club, the Welsh Premier 
champions were fancied to overcome the lower 
ranked Faroe Islanders, and should they pro¬ 
gress would then face Hungary’s Videoton FC in 
the second qualifying round. 

The Saints flew out for the first leg to be 
played at Torshavn’s 5000 capacity Gundadalur 
Stadium last night (wed), before embarking on 
the return at Park Hall the following Tuesday 
(July 7), also with a 7pm kick off. 

Flying the flag 

It will be the 17th season that the Saints have 
featured in Europe, making their bow in the Cup 
Winners Cup when losing 6-1 on aggregate to 
Polish side Ruch Chorzow back in 1997. 

After a four year break, they returned to the 
European stage in 2001 when going down 6-2 
to Levadia Tallinn in their first venture in the 
Champions League. 

And they have been an ever present since 
then, flying the flag for 16 years on the bounce. 

They have had high profile outings against 
Premier League giants Manchester City and Liv¬ 
erpool, and have registered victories over Irish 
opponents Bohemians and Cliftonville in recent 
times. 

And Harrison believes his side can enjoy long 
overdue success on the European stage this time 
around. 

“I am very happy with my team ahead of the 
Champions League and I think we can go fur¬ 
ther than ever before,” he said. “I am thoroughly 
looking forward to playing in the best club com¬ 
petition in the world for the fourth year in a row. 

“We have been competitive in every European 
game, but now we must make sure that we also 
get a result as opposed to just a good perfor¬ 
mance. The lads have been working extremely 
hard and, as a team, we are very confident that 
we can really achieve something special this time 
around. 

“I’ve got a fantastic squad of players that I be¬
